What are my chances of being struck by 


lightning? As many storms as we've been 
having, there are probably a lot of people 
concerned about lightning danger. 


Your chances of being struck by light- 


ning are probably greater than you think. 
According to the National Center for 
Health Statistics, lightning kills 150 people 
in the United States every year and injures 
another 250. That makes the average death 
toll for lightning greater than for either 
tornadoes or hurricanes. 


It is estimated that at any given moment 


there are some 1,800 thunderstorms in 
progress somewhere on the earth, and 
lightning is striking the earth somewhere 
100 times each second. 


Property losses due to lightning- 


including fires that it starts, livestock 
deaths, and aircraft damage—costs more 
than $100 million annually. 


Coupled with the fact that a bolt of 


lightning may carry a charge of 100 million 
volts with magnitudes of 200,000 amperes 
or more, the statistics are more shocking 
than many imagine. 


Your chances depend on where you live. 


Four out of every five human deaths or 
injuries from lightning occur in rural 
areas, and more than 80 per cent of all 
accidental livestock losses are due to 
lightning. So, it would seem that there is at 
least one real advantage to living in the 
city, if the threat of lightning worries you. 


When will the "bar code" begin to rule 


our buying world? I see it on everything 
from thumbtacks to turnip greens. It's also 
on some of our mail. Where, when, and 
how will this ever be used? Who assigns 
the codes? Does the color-bar code on 
trucks and trains work the same way as 
that on sandpaper and salad dressing? 


The Uniform Product Code, as it is 


known, was introduced in 1974 as a way to 
eventually convert all grocery stores to a 
computerized checkout system that would 
eliminate the need for costly individual 
price marking. 


It has not caught on as fast as early 


predictions felt it would, and has met with 
some legal challenges from consumer 
groups opposed to the elimination of 
marking prices on every item in stores. 
Grocery stores stock between 30,000 and 
40,000 items in each store, 


As could be expected, the Retail Clerks 


Union opposes the change, and it is costly 
to have to mark each item individually. 


Stores such as Safeway, Kroger, and 


others currently are operating test stores 
with the computerized equipment to try 
and determine how effective it is before 
investing large sums of money in new 
equipment. Prices, instead of on each 
product, would be posted on the shelves. 


When installed, the checker will simply 


run the code square over a computer 
sensor, and the machine will add the price 
and print a description of the item on the 
customer's ticket. That means that 
shoppers will have a better record of their 
purchase when they leave a store. It also 
means that storeowners can closely 
monitor inventory, could tell which items 
are selling fast and which are not selling at 
all, the store's volume, and other "soft- 
ware" advantages because all of that 
information will be instantly recorded in 
the computer. 


When this will come to Texas depends on 


when grocery chains decide it is worth 
their investment. There is no legislation 
encouraging the use of the markings — it 
was an industry idea and the codes were 
decided 
on through 
meetings 
with 


manufacturers and computer people. 


The system works on the same principal 


as those markings on trucks and trains. 


And if you find turnip greens with the 


code on them, you have also found a sharp 
farmer if he can can grow them that way. 


How did they build the bridge over Royal 


Gorge in Colorado? All the guys at 
Chattanooga Glass would like to know. 


Construction on the "tallest bridge to 


nowhere" was begun on June 5,1929. Rock 
crushing machinery, steam hoists, and 
construction materials were first moved to 
the north and south rim construction sites 
where engineers had located the tower 
sites for the bridge, according to a 
spokesman for the Royal Gorge Company. 


The initial project was building the 


concrete abutments which would serve as 
bases for the steel towers supporting the 
main suspension cables. With the com- 
pletion, of the 
concrete 
bases, 
the 


fabrication of the steel towers preceded. 


When those were completed, half inch 


steel cables were lowered from either side 
of the canyon, the ends spliced together, 
and the cables pulled back up. With this as 
a "carry cable," a pair of three-quarter 
inch steel cables were pulled across the 
gorge. These were used as trolley cables to 
pull the individual wires making up the 
main cables. Each of the 4,200 wires (2,100 
in each cable) was taken across the 
canyon one wire at a time. Each cable wire 
is anchored to a steel pin set in the solid 
granite of the chasm wall, and upon 
completion the entire trench was filled 
with reinforcing steel and concrete. 


There are more than 100 anchor pins at 


the end of each cable. 


Cables completed, the work of clamping 


steel collars around the wire began and " 
suspender rods were attached to support 
the steel girders which serve as a floor for 
the bridge deck. A steel cage was built to 
accomodate the workmen during this 
phase of construction. Crews worked from 
both sides and completed this phase of the 
work in November, 1929. More than 1,000 
tons of structural steel were used in 
fabrication of the bridge. 


Following the formal dedication on 


December 6, 1929, stabilizing guy cables 
were added to combat occasionally gusty 
winds. 


Construction, using 80 workers at peak, 


took seven months to complete at a cost of 
$350,000. Replacement cost today is 
estimated at $1 million. The bridge is 1,260 
feetlong, 18 feet wide, and 1,053 feet above 
the Arkansas Piver.

Jim Compton, principal at 


Collins 
Middle 
School, and 


Curtis Jones, principal at Drane 
Middle school, are currently 
working on student scheduling, 
a job that had been nearly 
conpleted for next year before 
the school board voted 4-3 to 
move all sixth and seventh 
graders to Drane and all eighth 
graders to Collins. 


Drane 
administrators had 


already completed their fall 
schedule work for the more than 
600 students expected at that 
campus next year, and they 
must "start from scratch" on 


schedules for the students who 
will now attend classes there 
next fall. 


AT COLLINS, counselors and 


administrators had completed 
work on the master schedule 
but were not as far along on 
individual student schedules as 
;vas Drane. 


Questions uppermost in the 


minds of many students and 
parents have to do with the 
future of students elected to 
posts 
such 
as 
twirlers, 


cheerleaders, 
the 
band 


programs, 
choral programs, 


and 
other 
extra-curricular 


activities. 


Compton, noting that he and 


Jones 
have 
been 
working 


closely on the transition since 
the decision was made, said 
current plans are to allow all 
students 
elected 
to 
such 


positions to retain those posts. 


"OUR FEELING is that the 


cheerleaders at both schools 
who are already elected are 
elected," Compton said. "Those 
who are now here (at Collins) 
will serve over at Drane, and 
likewise 
for 
the 
Drane 


cheerleaders." 


The same, he said, goes for 


other such posts, like twirlers 
and flag bearers in the band. 


J.B. 
Kirkpatrick, 
band 


director at Collins, said that a 
meeting between band students 
from both schools is set for 
Friday afternoon to explain 
future plans to continue both 
band programs. 


If sufficient interest is shown, 


Compton noted, then two band 
and two choral sections could be 
scheduled to see that every 
student wishing to participate 
could do so. 
SPEAKING IN general of the 


change, Jones noted that many family procedures and con- 
questions not apparent today 
will likely arise as the transition 
progresses, but that the attitude 
of his faculty is positive. 


"I haven't had a chance to 


talk with all of my faculty about 
this, but they will go along with 
anything that is best for the 
kids, 
and that's the main 


thing," he said. 


Of the change, Jones noted 


that the plan has both ad- 
vantages and disadvantages. 


"Some who have built homes 


near Collins will obviously be 
disappointed that their child 
can't attend school close to 
home," Jones said. "But there 
are lots of advantages to the 
change as well." 


COMPTON HELD a similar 


view. 


"There are definitely some 


disadvantages 
in terms of 


venience, but I don't see any 
educational 
disadvantages," 


Compton said. "We will now be 
able to offer a better choice of 
courses to these students, and to

our 


programs." 


Some of those advantages he 


enumerated 
included

vocational programs. 


Currently,

Shooting suspect caught near Fairfield

RUSS, IN CRITICAL but 


stable condition this morning at 
Navarro 
County 
Memorial 


Hospital, routinely stopped a 
car northbound on 1-45 about 
5:30 p.m. 


His next transmission, ac- 


cording to Freestone County 
Sheriff J.R. Sessions Jr., was " ' 
This officer's been shot.' " 


Russ, hit by a single shot from 


a .30-.30 caliber rifle, was able 
to give officers a description of 
his assailant's car though he 
eventually lost about four pints 
of blood. 


Russ was shot in the right 


shoulder as he approached the 
vehicle by a man who did not 
get out of the car. 


The first officers responding 


to his call saw the assailant's 
vehicle stalled about two miles 
north of the shooting scene and 
spotted a man running across a 
knoll east of the interstate. 


After running a check on the 


auto, officers determined that 
Long was probably the man 
they were looking for and a 
warrant was issued by JP L.R. 
Whatley charging Long with 
deadly assault on a peace of- 
ficer. 


OFFICERS 
FROM 


surrounding cities and counties 
converged on the scene in ad- 
dition to most area highway 
patrolmen 
and 
six 
Texas 


Rangers. 


One of those arriving with the 


6 p.m., 


McCaig spent most of his time 
at the checkpoint five miles 
south of Fairfield High School. 
Five and a half hours later,. 
McCaig arrested Long, who had 
eluded helicopters, bloodhounds 
and horse patrols of the area. 


According the McCaig, he'had 


walked about 20 to 30 yards west 
past the dirt road's intersection 
with FM 1580 when he saw 
someone walking toward him. 


"I told him to stop," McCaig 


said, adding that the person 
then interlocked his fingers and 
placed his hands behind his 
head. 


McCAIG THEN asked the 


young man his name and he 
identified himself 
as 
David 


Long. 


McCaig spread-eagled Long 


and disarmed him, taking a 
chrome-plated .357 magnum 
pistol and ammunition. 


McCaig then read Long his 


rights and arrested him. 


McCaig said Long talked 


freely about having shot -Russ 
and remarked that he had 
thrown his rifle into a ravine 
about 30 minutes earlier. 


McCaig said* Long told him 


that he "decided there wasn't 
any need to keep trying to get 
away any longer." 


Later, after a two hour in- 


terrogation, Long signed a four 
page statement admitting his 
part in the shooting, according 
to Freestone County Attorney 
Bob Gage. 


Gage had joined Ranger Capt. 


Bob Mitchell and Highway 
Patrol Capt. G.J. Mitchell in 
questioning Long. 


ACCORDING TO Matthews, 


Long gave no reason for the 
shooting. 


The weapons carried by Long 


had been stolen earlier in the 
afternoon from a Harris County 
Deputy sheriff with whom Long 
was living. 


Gage said that Long men- 


tioned he was heading for 
Colorado. 


Prior to his surrender, Long 


had eluded lawmen in the 
search 
area 
southeast 
of 


Fairfield. Among those given 
the slip were officers in a 
Department of Public Safety 
helicopter, which combed the 
area until dark. 


Bloodhounds from the Ten- 


nessee Colony Department of 
Corrections facility, followed by 
lawmen on horseback, had lost 
Long's scent about two hours 
prior to his arrest. 


The highway patrol kept 


constant patrols on FM 1580 
(the Post Oak Road) and on the 
dirt road that Long was walking 
on when he finally surrendered. 


Long told McCaig that he had 


been laying in the tall grass 
along the road and had just 
watched a game warden shine 
his spotlight along the grass in 
which he was hiding. 


The young man had been so 


successful in giving officers the 
slip, that the search had already 
been toned down when the first 
radio reports of his arrest were 
received at the jail. 


MANY OF THE locally-based 


lawmen had gone home for 
a night's rest prior to the an- 
ticipated resumption 
of the 


search this morning though the 
checkpoints were to have been 
to maintained all night as were 
the patrols along the roads. 


As the message was being 


confirmed, other officers began 
arriving at the jail, until about 
half of the upwards of 200 
lawmen were on hand when 
Long was delivered.

Culwell explains how changes will affect schools

Supt. Mark Culwell says the School Board's decision to realign 


the middle schools "is sound, educationally sound, something 
that we needed to have done." 


The board Monday voted to make Drane School hold all the 


sixth and seventh grades and Collins school hold all of the eighth 
grades. The decision will mean more busing for many Corsicana 
students. 


Culwell said Tuesday that the present system—with sixth, 


seventh, and eighth grade classes at both schools—"has con- 
tributed to a devisive spirit. Drane and Collins have both 
developed their own image and reputation. Collins has become 
somewhat of a status symbol. 


"The continuation was nothing but our own version of equal 


but separate schools." 


Here are some questions about the matter we asked the 


superintendent along with his answers. 


Why wasn't the matter listed specifically on the board's 


agenda? (The agenda listed opening of bids for proposed 
classrooms at Collins and Bowie and "discuss" other alter- 
natives to alleviate overcrowded conditions in our schools.) 


"That could very well be my fault for just not getting around 


to listing those things. 


"I just really didn't visualize this (the realignment) as other 


than a possibility, a suggestion. 


"I can see the timing and the agenda might not have been 


handled in the correct order. 


"I'd be the last one to particularly defend the manner in which 


it was handled. In retrospect, it could have been handled much 
different." 


Will the decision involve more spending for busing? 


"There will be some additional expense but we don't an- 


ticipate it being a big expenditure. It will require the addition of 
maybe one bus." 


What was the alternative to the Collins-Drane changes? 


"Providing two additional classrooms at Collins. But it would 


have been a stopgap measure. It would probably have had to be 
reviewed again, possibly in two years." 


Do you anticipate opposition from the parents of the children 


involved? 


"Yes, I do, some, particularly from those who live in the 


district in which their children were bused to the fifth grade at 
Lincoln and find their children will be bused two more years. 


"I know their disappointment, and possibly I would react the 


same way. 


"But there are quite a few who live practically adjacent to the 


schools and who support this program and endorse, it." 


How are you going to answer that criticism? 


"I'm going to sympathize with it. 
"But we feel like we can provide the students with a quality 


education and wholesome activities. We are not uprooting the 
youngsters. They will still be going to school with their same 
friends. 


"We will be able to improve the whole instructional program 


by having all the sixth and seventh graders under one roof. We 
will be able to have flexibility in scheduling, equalize the class 
sizes, and be able to more accurately phase students, placing 
them' in the proper section. 


"We'll be able to provide a more coordinated program. We'll 


all be paddling in the same stream down the same direction. 


"We'll also be able to utilize our personnel better.'' 


Doesn't Drane have a bad reputation in factors such as 


discipline? 


"I think probably so. You know that." 


How are you going to improve that situation? 


"We can revise some of the rules and regulations. By 


removing the older influences (the eighth graders) we're going 
to eliminate some problems. 


"The location itself provides problems. Kids who are not in 


school or are suspended from school sometimes congregate 
there. 


"By removing the eighth graders it will help us curb this 


problem." 


If these changes help the climate at Drane, will they hurt the 


climate at Collins? 


"We won't have any students there but the eighth graders. 


We'll be able to better prepare those students for transition to 
high school. We can structure the eighth grade program for an 
easier and better transition period." 


Will this kill the middle-school athletic program? 


"We are going to continue to emphasize and provide a strong 


athletic program. 


"We're going to have a strong intramural program, especially 


for the sixth and seventh graders, and we're going to encourage 
participation in all areas. 


"We could continue to have two teams in the eighth grade if 


the numbers justify it, and play two schedules, Wc'v done it in 
the high school—had two freshman team.-,. 


"You're going to get conflicting opinions on Uui! question." 


But it will obviously kill the competition between Collins and 


Drane. 


"It will certainly do that, but I'm not so sure that that's not 


good. It's not a wholesome sort of competition or rivalry. 


"If it stopped on the playing field, that's one thing. But if it 


continues off the field, that's another thing."

Hessians were hired 
to fight Americans

There was something blood- 


chilling about the Hessians. 
Americans were sure they ate 
babies, at the very least. Their 
performance on Long Island in 
the summer of 1776 did nothing 
to 
reassure 
the American 


breast. 


One German officer said a 


Continental told him 
of an 


American unit on night patrol 
in a forest. They heard a gut- 
tural sound and presuming it to 
be Hessians, surrendered to a 
bullfrog. 


Joseph Plumb Martin, who 


survived Long Island and many 
other battles to write one of the 
most enjoyable journals of the 
Revolution, witnessed another 
Hessian experience. After a 
skirmish in New Jersey, an 
American 
took 
pity 
on 
a 


wounded Hessian lying in the 
road and hefted him on his 
shoulder to carry him to a 
more comfortable place. 


"He happened to jostle the 


poor fellow," who cried out, 
'"Good rebel, don't hurt.'" 


The 
American promprtly 


tossed him from his shoulders 
"as unceremoniously as though 
he had been a log of wood." 


The Hessian was fighting in a 


war he didn't comprehend for 
money he rarely received alive 
— and never dead — from a 
king who wasn't his. 


Dynastic wars had made Eu- 


rope a movable battleground 
for centuries. Since he needed 
cash more than subjects and 
everyone needed soldiers, a 


17th 
century 
landgrave 
of 


Hesse-Cassel had the bright 
idea of chartering out his army 
to the highest bidder. The sol- 
dier-renting business caught on 
immediately, 
particularly 


among money-short German 
princes. 


Naturally, then, when George 


III found recruiting slow at 
home, he cast his eye towards 
the continent. The king sub- 
mitted a bid of seven pounds 
each for 20,000 soldiers to Cath- 
erine II of Russia. But Cath- 


erine's mentor, Frederick the 
Great of Prussia, counseled her 
against the sale. 


All told, Britain paid 4.7 mil- 


lion pounds for 29,875 Hessians 
from rulers including Friedrich 
II, Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel; 
Duke Wilhelm of Hesse-Hanau; 
Karl Alexander, Margrave of 
Anspach-Bayreuth; 
Prince 


Friedrich 
of Waldeck; 
and 


Prince Friedrich-Augustus of 
Anhalt-Zerbst delivered. 


The lease agreements were 


similar to the treaty between 
George III and Duke Karl I of 
Brunswick. Britain would com- 
pensate the Duke 7 pounds, 4 
shillings, 4% pence for every 
soldier killed in action, the 
same as the rental price. Three 
wounded men would count as 
one killed. But deserters or sol- 
diers who died from any illness 
except "uncommon contagious 


maladies" had to be replaced 
at the Duke's expense. 


It was a barbarous, hypocri- 


tical business. But a minister to 
the fiscally strapped Margrave 
of Onsbock said: "The troops, 
whose business is to fight the 
enemies of the state, have con- 
quered our worst enemy — viz. 
our debits." 


Of the Hessians, 12,562 never 


returned to Germany, having 
died or settled in America. 


The first detachment, 2,282 


strong, departed Brunswick for 
America Feb. 22,1776. 


The crossing was a horror, as 


it was for all Hessians. The 
men were packed like herring. 
A tall man could not stand be- 
tween decks. Six men were 
squeezed on berths designed for 
four. When one man wanted to 
roll over, he would shout 
"about face!" and all would 


turn. Biscuits were so hard 
they were broken up with can- 
non balls. Salt pork was the 
staple, and rumor ahd it that 
the meat had been captured 
from the French in the Seven 
Years War. Numbers of the 
Hessians 
died 
before 
ever 


reaching America. 


Once across the Atlantic, the 


Hessians complained of the 
"proud and insulting" manner 
of the English towards them. 
"This 
often 
led 
to bloody 


scenes," wrote a German chap- 
lain. 


Tales of butchery and jack- 


booted bravery preceded the 
Germans, and the Americans 
tried to tame the savages into 
desertion. Congress on Aug. 26, 


1776, 
offered any Hessian who 


would leave British service free 
land ranging from 1,000 acres 
for a colonel to 100 for a pri- 


vate. Leaflets in German ex- 
plaining 
the 
offer 
were 


wrapped around clay pipes and 
tins of tobacco and scattered 
about Long Island where the 
Germans had proved them- 
selves adept looters. 


To the 
Hessians, 
reared 


where war came practically ev- 
ery spring, looting was one of 
the few things that made the 
rental 
business 
worthwhile. 


Some of them, either because 
they liked tobacco, heard that 
other Germans had found a 
happy 
life 
in America 
or 


thought a chance on this so- 
called American liberty was 
better than certain serfdom in 
Germany, went over to the ene- 
my. But many more simply 
shut up in the ranks, obeyed or- 
ders and closely watched the 
American muskets. If they saw 
them moving and wavering, 


they were sure the men carry- 
ing them were "dismayed & 
without courage & that a vigor- 
ous 
Attack 
(would) 
break 


them." Too often in 1776 the 
muskets wavered. 


But a year later one of the 


mercenaries conceded: "I am 
compelled to lay aside the Hes- 
sian prejudice that the rebels 
are not brave soldiers. Our 
losses prove that we were 
wrong." Americans were learn- 


ing, too. Quartermaster Ludwig 
Agusser was taken prisoner at 
Trenton. People from all over 
the countryside gathered to see 
the monsters. "(But) we looked 
like human beings. It is ridicu- 
lous, but it is true, that the 
people have such a terrible 
opinion of the Hessians that 
when they saw us, they didn't 
believe we were Hessians." 


Unlikely man gave 


first declaration 


of independence

The man who pointed Amer- 


ica toward the radical ex- 
tremes of independence and the 
equality of man was a con- 
servative of the old school, 
Squire Edmund Pendleton of 
Virginia. 


Pendleton was the recognized 


leader 
of 
Virginia con- 


servatives, yet he presided over 
the convention in Williamsburg 
that replaced more than a cen- 
tury and a half of colonial ad- 
ministration with total self-gov- 
ernment. 


And he authored the resolu- 


tion adopted 200 years ago 
which ultimately led to the 
Declaration of Independence, 
the Bill of Rights and 
the 


Constitution. 


Pendleton 
was 
such 
a 


cautious man that he was nick- 


named "Moderation" by his 
critics. But it was this staid 
conservative who recognized in- 
dependence as a necessity just 
as the firebrands of revolution 
were beginning to cool. 


Pendleton was born on Vir- 


ginia's frontier in an age of 
growth and excitement, but he 
had much to overcome. Four 
months before his birth on 
Sept. 9,1721, his father died. 


His mother, left with seven 


children, soon married another 
frontier planter, and Edmund 
grew up at hard farm labor. 


While the boy toiled by day, 


he studied by night, although 
he had only two years of for- 
mal education. Like most boys 
of his class from families too 
large and too poor to support 
them, Pendleton was appren- 
ticed at the age of 14, to Col. 
Benjamin Moore, the clerk of 


court for Caroline County. 


In this practical school of ex- 


perience Pendleton learned of 
law and government, process- 
ing wills, deeds, bonds and all 
manner of court pleadings. He 
gained such a reputation for in- 
dustry and efficiency that by 16 
he was clerk of the vestry of 
St. Mary's Parish. Then he be- 
came clerk of the county court. 


But clerking wasn't good 


enough 
for 
the 
amibitious 


youth. He wanted to be a law- 


yer, 
or maybe even a judge. So 


he began studying law from the 
few books available at the 
courthouse. 


Finding himself frustrated by 


the Latin phrases, he enrolled 
in a Latin school for three 
months until he knew enough to 
continue on his own. By the 
time he passed the bar, it was 
said, "few were able to trans- 


late Latin more correctly." 


A the age 21 he was licensed 


to practice in the colony's low- 
er courts and began building a 
practice and a comfortable life. 
Then his young wife of less 
than a year died delivering a 
stillborn child. Although he 
would remarry in a matter of 
months, there would be no oth- 
er children. 


To escape his grief, Pend- 


leton threw himself into his 
work, confirming a lifelong pat- 
tern. A colleague in govern- 
ment once said "labour was his 
delight." 


Still in his 20s, he became 


one of the foremost lawyers in 
the territory and was licensed 
to practice in the general court, 
the colony's highest. Like most 
ambitious men of the time, 
Pendleton also invested in land, 
building up a profitable plan- 


tation and speculating in the 
west. 


The young lawyer-planter ac- 


cepted all the civic responsi- 
bilities which went with his new 
station. He was a 
devoted 


member of the established Ang- 
lican Church and served as ves- 
tryman. 


At 30, Pendleton was made 


county justice, and the next 
year he was elected to the Vir- 
ginia House of Burgesses. He 
never lost an election and re- 
mained a member of the colo- 
nial legislature until it was re- 
placed by a new government of 
his own making. 


As member of a committee to 


protest the hard-money de- 
mands of London merchants, 
Pendleton helped voice one of 
the earliest defenses of colonial 
rights. While the committee ac- 
knowledged American depend- 


ence, it insisted this was "not 
the independence of a people 
subjugated by the arms of con- 
queror, but of sons .sent out to 
explore and settle a new world, 
for the mutual benefit of them- 
selves and their common par- 


ent." 


Pendleton often found himself 


involved in writing protests, not 
from any love of dissent, but 
because he could be counted on 
to keep things within reason- 
able bounds. 


His style was sober and in- 


tellectual. He opposed those 


who wanted to deter a stamp 
tax for the colonies with vio- 
lence, and he disapproved of 
the inflamatory resolves pro- 


moted 
by 
Patrick 
Henry's 


oratory. But he insisted on 
American rights.

Prepare to be 
crowded, hot, thirsty, hungry, 
tired. Prepare to be lectured 
at, misinformed, awed, bored. 
Prepare to be slave to a map 
and a seeker of restrooms. 


And be ready to be over- 


whelmed, proud, and immense- 
ly more secure in your knowl- 
edge and emotions about the 
United States. 


The projection is that 17 mil- 


lion visitors will descend on 
Washington this bicentennial 
year. That's a 30 per cent in- 
crease over 1975, and an awe- 
some 23 visitors for every one 
of Washington's 730,000 resi- 
dents.

lieve that a position taken in 
any period sets forth the final 
understanding, of God's Word to 
the Church."

ity report of the Committee on 
Bill and Overtures, which in- 
volved a number of diverse 
proposals on the topic, followed 
nearly two hours of anguished

After my second column on 


Panama came out, a good 
friend pinned me down and 
said, "Andy, tell me straight 
out, should we keep the Panama 
Canal or give it back? To me, 
everything is black or white; I 
don't like those gray areas." 


Sorry about that, Joe, but 


everything about the Panama 
Canal Zone lies in the gray area 
— past, present, and future, but 
I will try to clear things up a bit 
the way I see them. In the first 
place, it is not that simple, not 
just a matter of keeping it or 
giving it back. There is a world 
of compromise 
possibilities, 


which is all the past four 
presidents have had in mind. So 
let's take another look at the 
possibilities. 


First, a look at the Ronald 


Reagan stand, which is not at 
all new with him, but he has 
given it the strongest presen- 
tation. As I see it, that position 
is all wrong because we do not 
own it like we own Alaska, the 
Louisiana Purchase, and the 
Gadsden Purchase. We did not 
buy it at all, merely leased it for 
an annual rent. Any land owner 
can tell you the difference in 
selling and renting land. 


THE 
PROBLEM 
in 
the 


leasing deal was that the word 
"perpetual" was inserted in the 
agreement, and that covers a 
mighty long time. They agreed 
to that in a happy moment and 
great gratitude over their in- 
dependence. 
Modern 


Panamanians think that ought 
to be altered. The fact that the 
word "perpetual" is in it does 
give us the legal right to stand 
firm and not give an inch. 
However, many things are legal 
but not necessarily right. Many 
people do not think it is right or 
fair of us to insist on what 
amounts to sovereignty over 
another nation's land. That is 
why the past four presidents 
and secretaries of state have 
been negotiating over it. 


There is another 
reason, 


however, 
why 
they 
are 


negotiating some changes, none 
of which add up to an outright 
give-it-back deal. No one wants 
us to give up maintenance, 
controlling influence, or right to 
defend the canal. That reason is 
the consequences if we don't 
make some changes in the 
agreement more pleasing to the 


people of Panama. 


NOT ONLY PANAMA but all 


of Latin America will be most 
unhappy with us. Certainly we 
have the military might to 
defeat Panama, if we are 
willing to go to war over it. 
However, 
both Korea 
and 


Vietnam taught us that a war 
with a small nation bolstered by 
friends and Communist support 
can be hard and expensive to 
handle in both money and lives. 


Would they have that kind of 


support? Certainly they would, 
not only from the Communists 
everywhere, who are constantly 
looking for an opportunity to 
embarrass us, but from all 
Latin American countries. 
Since an era of being "bad 
neighbors" before we adopted 
the Good Neighbor policy, they 
have watched our handling of 
the Panama situation. 


Another danger greater than 


war itself is the danger of 
sabotage. No one seriously 
thinks that we could prevent 
.sabotage if hotheads set their 
minds on it. This likelihood is 
very real if we don't come up 
with a satisfactory settlement 
in 1977. 


SO, JOE, let's not give it 


back, lock stock and barrel, and 
let's not pretend that we bought 
it like the Louisiana Purchase. 
Let's negotiate and try to work 
out something we can all live 
with.
